Under the ruling, Graham has 
said that the new EEO officer. 
who could be paid up to $49,000

Alfonso Montgomery, The EEO. 
officer would have broad powers 
to investigate and root out dis- 
crimination in the division of 
police, including the responsibil- 
ity to investigate and make 
recommendations on officers 
coming up for promotion con- 
cerning their history of racial 
awareness and sensitivity.

Christmas came a little early for 
Richard Letts this year.

“It is important for friends and 
families to work through their 
feelings, pull together, and be pre- 
pared to face what's ahead, 
according to Myra Clark,” hos- 
pice counselor. 

“By its very nature, the Christ- 
mas can be a very stressful time 
because of increased spending and 
more demands being placed on 
our time. If someone is facing a 
life limiting illness. during the 
holidays, special routines and tra- 
ditions should be handled with 
care,” Clark advises. 

Families should decide what 
they can manage comfortably and 
let these needs be known among 
family members, friends and co- 
workers, 

For instance, the family dinner, 
the method of exchanging gifts, or 
a time honored approach to deco- 
rating the home or the Christmas 
tree may be too sentimental and 
too difficult to carry out under the 
circumstances. 

If traditional celebrations 
create too much emotional 
anguish, then loved ones may 
want to consider a change that 
“reduces the sorrow and increases 
the meaning. For example, if gifts 
are exchanged on Christmas Eve, 
consider waiting until Christmas 
Day to open presents. 

Don't be afraid to make 
changes or adjustments as long as 
you are good and gentle with one 
another,” the counselor said.

Clark recommends loved ones ask 
the following questions: (1) “Do 
other family members and I really 
enjoy doing this activity;” and (2) 
“ Have I involved and considered 
all of the family members, espe- 
cially the children?” 

Families should be careful not 
to put up false fronts in front of 
children that leads them to believe 
nothing is wrong.” This attitude 
causes children to face the death 
of a loved one all alone. “Children 
are very observant; they see and 
hear everything, yet they may 
internalize it and hide their suffer- 
ing,” she cautioned. 

A child’s grief surrounding: the 
loss of a loved one may be recog- 
nized by a loss of appetite, wet 
pants, sleeplessness, guilt (feeling 
they cause the death by something 
he or she wished or said), anger, 
and panic. 

“For absent loved ones (some- 
one who has died), perhaps the 
burning of a personal candle dur- 
ing the holiday in memory of a 
family member would be an effec- 
tive way to treasure their 
memory,” Clark suggested. 

“By being realistic and doing 
what is meaningful,” a loved one’s 
last Christmas can be special 
experience for everyone.

The CSU Civic Committee report is a polite, apologetic ratification of 
; countless charges that have been lodged against the university. 
},__ Itis clearly evident that committee members failed to reach a concensus 
| conception of racism. In spite of that seeming lack, the committee per- 
formed a community servi offering 40 recommendations, ipcluding 
| centralizing and em erg abi vel rhinority affairs ¥ . The 
recommendations provide 2 constant to measure the university's commit- 
ment to escape from its: racist conduct. 
Had the report been more specific, those persons currently employed, 
| who permitted racist implementation of what the committee reported were 
| “appropriate affirmative action policy” could be publically monitored. Like 
the individuals who share the blame for not including one,or more Blacks 
among the 31 new coaches, administrators and others hired by the athletic 
department from 1982 - 1986 they are still making decisions. Who is going 
to monitor these persons? The same people that exercised oversight before. 
Those who permitted racism to fester, are still in charge, both in the 
administration and on the Board of Trustees. 
The report glaringly omits the blame attributable to the board, who as a 
continuing body has demonstrated it is incapable of combating racism. 

The trustees’ handling of the “retirement” of President Walter Waetjen, 
the withholding of the Labor Department report on racism at CSU from the 
public and Congressman Louis Stokes are just the beginning of a long, sorry 
record of looking out for the public’s interest.

Discrimination’s price 

As we end the period which is the heaviest shopping time of the year, the 
Columbus branch of the NAACP and in Cleveland, the Coalition for a 
Black Agenda are telling Black consumers that they should not support 
merchants who refuse to hire and promote Black workers. 

They are calling for a boycott of all Columbus and Cleveland businesses 
which refuse to hire Blacks, according to branch President Melanie Mit- 
chell. Their operative phrase backing the boycott, is “if you don’t hear about 
it through Black media, don't buy it. If you walk into a store and see few or 
no minorities, walk out.” as 

This type of boycott has an illustrious history in the civil rights move- 
ment. In the 1960s in both Columbus and ‘Cleveland, such boycotts were 
directed against a number of area employers with the slogan, “don’t shop 
where you can’t work.” These boycotts were effective both in heightening 
community awareness and sensitizing business officials, and resulted in the 
hiring of many qualified Blacks. 

In however, the more than 20 years since those efforts were employed, 
there remains a problem with many employers refusing to hire Blacks. The 
Call and Post has often pointed out, for example, that the hospitality 
industry, which used to be a heavy employer of Blacks in menial positions, is 
now seeing fewer Blacks in those menial positions and only a small handful 
in positions of real power. Last year, at the annual Martin Luther King 

‘Breakfast, Call and Post general manager Amos H. Lynch Sr., chided the 
;Hyatt Regency and the Ohio Center for its failure to hire more than a 
handful of Blacks, 

There remains a number of other appropriate targets for such activity in 
both Cleveland and Columbus. As The Call and Post pointed out two years 

‘ago in a series, the pace of change in the executive suites of Columbus is 
iglacially slow, and the highest-ranking positions remain almost entirely 
white. 

Statistics will continually show that Blacks - even Black college gradu- 
ates — have rates of unemployment higher than their white counterparts, 
andthe overall Black rate of unemployment is double that of whites. And, 
in an era in which the Reagan administration is attempting to turn back the 
clock on affirmative action, many corporate employers don't feel the pres- 
sure to continue to make efforts to hire and upgrade Black employees. 

It is for this reason that the Black community must address this critical 
problem with the only weapon it has: Its own dollars. A concerted, targeted 
buying program will send a message to Blacks and whites. It will let Blacks 
know that their. dollars have weight, and can help set Black people free. 


Also, it will let white business leaders know that discrimination always has a 


price.

I respond in full concur- 
rence with the Call and Post 
November 26 editorial 
(“College football hy- 
pocrisy”). 

In the aftermath of the 
dispute surrounding the fir- 
ing of OSU football coach 
Earle Bruce and the subse- 
quent resignation of Rick 
Bay as athletics director, it is 
unfortunately significant to 
note that certain Columbus 
area media enterprises did 
not share your outrage. 

I should like to unveil a 
few striking instances, res- 
tricted to Big Ten football, 
that illuminate more glar- 
ingly the capriciousness of 
OSU President Ed Jennings’ 
“personnel matter,” 

ITEM: In 1981, the Big 
Ten Conference imposed a 
three-year probation (soon 
thereafter reduced to one 
year) on the University of 
Illinois men’s athletics pro- 
gram. Sanction centered 
around the university’s non- 
compliance with conference 
‘rules in regard to the foot- 
ball program under coach 
Mike White. The university 
denied wrongdoing and 
denounced the Big Ten, 

In an unprecedented 
action, Illinois’ governor 
and state legislature autho- 
rized special lottery funds 
for the benefit of the U of I 
Athletic Association, The 
athletics director and foot- 
ball coaches were retained. 

ITEM: In 1984, the 
NCAA penalized the Uni- 
versity of Illinois defending 
Big Ten football champion 
with two years’ probation 
because of substantial rules 
violations. Upon expiration, 
the university's probation- 
ary period was extended six 
months due to irregularities 
in 1986 summer jobs pro- 
grams for football players. 
Ilinois Coach Mike White 
and Athletics Director 
Neale Stoner remain and 
recently received contract 
extensions. 

ITEM: Last December, 
Purdue University hired 
Fred Akers as its head foot- 
i eee Several months 
afte® accepting the Purdue 
position, the University of 
Texas football program was 
placed on two years‘ NCAA 
probation for a repeated 
pattern of violations and 
abuses incurred during 
Akers' decade-long tenure 
as the Longhorns’ head 
coach. Mr. Akers denied 
responsibility and conve- 
niently escaped punishment. 

This backdrop of improp- 
rieties, illegalities and screw- 
ups begs the question-- 
where is the justice? The 
obvious, answer is that we 


have precisely the principles, 
standards of integrity and 
institutional control we 
demand of our university 
leaders--that is, very little. 
And what we have here, as 
much as anything, is ram- 
pant hypocrisy. 

It is an outrage and an 
insult to higher education. 
To my mind, cowardice and 
duplicity were at the bottom 
of the entire episode that 
besciged Ohio State. The 
fact that the citizens of Ohio 
have not been presented a 
true explanation on this 
issues intensely discomfort- 
ing and tends eredence.to the 

“grotesque caricature of an 
unraveling university lead- 
ership apparatus. 

At best, the Bruce-Bay 
debacle should inspire a 
magnified examination into 
the seemingly ever-in- 
creasing manipulative influ- 
ence of power brokers in 
university decision-making 
processes. When it comes to 
accepting responsibility, the 
university president must 
demonstrate real courage 
and the strength to over- 
come encroachment by 
powerful forces. 

1 propose that Jennings, 
the Athletic Council and 
new Athletic Director Jim 
Jones launch a clearly and 
publicly articulated state- 
ment of mission for the 
athletics department, so that 
the goals are fully under- 
stood faculty, staff, stu- 
dents, alumni and “friends” 
of the university. Of imme- 
diate concern, however, is 
that Mr. Jennings address 
the place and purpose of. 
intercollegiate athletics -- 
namely, football — in the 
conduct of university 
governance, 

In reality, despite expe- 
dient out-of-court settle- 
ment between OSU and Mr. 
Bruce, both suffered 
damnably-and neither wins 
in the long term. Well- 
crafted claims aside, numer-

And this comes at a time when

_ And while the Administration 
correctly claims that even with 
lower rates, the percentage share 
of the tax burden paid by the 
affluent is higher, that’s because 
their share of the national income 
has risen sc much, 

The problem of regressive taxes 
is compounded by the fact that 
most states have tax structures 
that soak the poor. 

While the federal tax reform 
exempted most of the working 
poor from federal income taxes, 
state and local tax collectors con- 
tinue to squeeze revenues from 
those least able to pay. 

Even before federal tax reform, 
poor households paid more in 
state and local taxes than they did 
in federal taxes. In more than half 

_the states with income taxes, the 

point at which a family of four 

starts paying taxes is more than 
$5,000 below the poverty line. 

The poorest twenty percent of 
all taxpayers pay a higher share of 
their income in state and local 
taxes than do the next 60 percent 
of the population--the middle 
class.

young Black Americans’ rate 
of voting participation had 
surpassed that of young whites. 
The voting rate among young 
people ages 18-24 in our com- 
munity has surged forward 
from 10 percentage points 
behind that of their white peers 
tothree percent ahead.

form of sales tax, and that impacts 
poor families disproportionately, 
since they have to spend all they 
earn. The poorest fifth of all fami- 
lies pay three times as high a per- 
centage of their income in sales 
taxes as do the wealthiest five per- 
cent of families. 

Taxing the poor is unconscion- 
able. By definition, poor people 
cannot afford to have their small 
incomes driven still lower by 
taxes. The federal tax reform last 
year recognized that to some 
extent by removing the working 
poor from the income tax rolls 
and by enlarging the earned 
income tax credit, which rebates 
money to poor families to com- 
pensate for payroll taxes they 
have to pay. 

State and local governments 
should follow that lead. There 
should be a major push to remove 
poor people from their tax rolls. It 
would be easy to do and not 
reduce total revenues by enough 
to matter much. 

One way would be to establish 
an income floor below which no 
taxes would be collected. That 
floor should be above the poverty 
line, which is unrealistically low. 
And it should include a mecha- 
nism for rebating sales taxes, 
much of the federal earned income 
credit operates to rebate payroll 


officials and the federal govern- 
ment to gain a waiver for the 
state’s medicaid program, so that 
young women who are dropped 
from the welfare rolls when they 
find work are not immediately 
forced out of the medicaid 
program.

Beyond that, states should seek 
to replace reliance on regressive 


since 1982, as has overall tur- 
nout among the Black com- 
munity. Our young people are 
the praisworthy exception to 
this sad rule. 


Why are a greater propor- 
tion of our young people now 
going to the polls? U.S. Repre- 
sentative John Lewis (D-Ga.) 
says: “I think there is a feeling 
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That program, which provides 
free health care for recipients 
and their immediate families, is 
one of the major benefits which 
holds many young women on 
welfare, Often, a low-paying job 
costs the recipient more than it is 
worth, if one compares the loss 
of medical benefits.

In his first hearing, Miller saw 
the consensus referred to earlier 
in the article. When he asked

among Black young people 
that they missed the civil rights 
movement, and the vote is their 
instrument for social and polit- 
ical change.”

But Black Americans, young 
and old, still have along way to 
go in fully exercising our polit- 
ical clout. Too many of us are 
not even registered to vote. Of 
those who are, less than half 
went to the polls in 1986. And 
while our young people have 
recently made great strides 
forward, they are still turning 
out at a rate even less than that. 

This is a crucial time to get 


itical spectrum—including welfare 
rights advocates—“what is the 
single most important thing we 
can do to reduce welfare depen- 
dency,” the answer was unanim- 
ous: Expanded education and 
training programs. 

The reason is obvious: When 
one looks at the persons who 
experience long-term dependency 
on welfare, Miller said, “the vast 
majority have less than a high- 
school education and no skills 
training.” 

Miller adds that he does not 
want to see people hurt in this 
process of changing the system. 
But he is emphatic: The system 
must change. 

“Most people want to stand on 
their own two feet,” Miller said, 
“but changes must be made in 
the welfare system to allow cur- 
rent recipients to do so.”

High school gridiron injuries 
enter new realm of treatment 


The treatment and rehabilita- 
tion of injuries received by high 
school football players no longer 
has to be a season-ending expe- 
rience due to the advances being 
made ‘at the SportsMedicine 
Grant Clinic at 340 East Town 
Street. 

SportsMedicine Grant was 
initiated at Grant Hospital in May 
1985. The program is the offspring 
of a pilot program started in Bos- 
ton. Today, there are now eight 
such sportsmedicine programs 
across the country. 

Dr. Raymond Tesner, director 
of the program, said Grant Hospi- 
tal had long been interested in 
Starting a sports-injury program, 
and because it involved not only 
the treatment of patients, but

attracting personnel, advertising 
and marketing, sought the assist- 
ance of the Boston program to 
launch its goals. 

Tesner is pleased with the feed- 
back that has been received from 
the community and said from the 
volume of patients involved in the 
program there seemed to be a need 
for such a program. 

Tesner said that while any doc- 
tor can treat a sports injury his 
clinic goes beyond initial treat- 
ment to include communication 
among coaches, players and par- 
ents. “That's really been the secret 
to our success,” he said. 


For the second consecutive year 
the “Fifth Quarter” injury clinic is 
being offered at no charge to 
Columbus,City League football 
players. The clinic 1s open each 
Friday night throughout the sea- 
son from 10 p.m. to midnight and 
Saturday mornings from 9 a.m. 
until noon. 

He said the emphasis of the 
program is to establish communi- 
cation among coaches, players 
and parents so that each is 
informed of the athlete’s injury, 
prognosis and future playing abil- 
ity. “That's really been the secret 
to our success,” Tesner said. 

Although sports medicine has 
been practiced for years, the pro- 
gram at SportsMedicine Grant 
differs not in cbtead: but with 
the team of doctors available 
which include orthopedic doctors, 
therapists, trainers and casters for 
example, to treat patients 
immediately. 

Tesner said the players that 
have received treatment at the 
clinic have come in with such sig- 
nificant injuries as fractured 
ankles and dislocated hips, and 
encourages more players and par- 
ents to take advantage of the 
program. 

While football players account 
for the majority of patients treated 
many other athletes are treated 
throughout each sports season. 

Tesner said treatment of sports 
injuries has changed significantly 
duc to orthoscopic surgery. 
Beforehand when athletes com- 
plained of tender, painful knees 
and shoulders, doctors were only 
able to predict the injury. With the 
orthoscope doctors can literally 
view the internal structure of the 
injury and prescribe a more spe- 
cific treatment. 


all facets of the Big Ten’s

“The Big Ten office is indeed 
proud to provide these two fellow- 
ship opportunities fot Blacks, 
women and other minorities,” 
conference commissioner Wayne 
Duke said.

“That's been a real break- 
through from a surgical side of it 
in regard to the diagnosis and 
treatment of injuries,” Tesner 
said. 


From a prayer standpoint 
orthoscopic surgery now cuts the 
six to eight week rehabilitation 
period in half. 

Other advancements include 
the use of computerized machines 
to measure leg strength at varying 
speeds, and ultrasdund and elec- 
trical stem devices which decrease 
swelling and pain. 


Tesner said most of the patients 
seen at SportsMedicine Grant are 
educated, motivated, intelligent 
people who want specific answer 
to their course of treatment. 

“They want that same availabil- 
ity of the same High-tech surgery 
and therapy that the professional 
athletes are getting,” Tesner said.

Reports that Blacks are influ- 
enced by sports more than whites 
are true, according to Rudman, 
but he attributes the difference to 
socio-economic variables and not 
race. : 

“The disproportionate number 
of Blacks in the lower income 
/poverty level as well as the high 
number of successful Blacks jn 
professional sports causes the 
greater differences between the 
responses of Blacks and whites 
about sport attitudes,” said Rud- 
man, an assistant professor of 
physical education, health and 
sport studies. 

Due to the high visibility and 
large salaries of U.S. sports fig- 
ures, both whites and Blacks in 
low income or poor familigs see 
sports as a way of improving 
social prestige and economic 
mobility, he said, adding that “the 
avenues for upward mobility for 
poor Blacks are much narrower 
than for poor whites.” ; 

One theory in Rudman’s study 
suggests that because Blacks face 
discriminatory practices in the 
workplace, “the glamour ‘of pro-

fessional sport becomes increas- 
ingly appealing, encouraging 
talented Blacks to direct their 
energies toward developing 
athletic prowess.” 


Blacks more than whites iden- 
tify with sports to cope with 
limited social and econamic 
opportunities denied them 
because of discrimination, Rud- 
man said. Blacks also credit sports 
with teaching children social 
values and norms, reflecting 
community pride and reducing 
juvenile delinquency, he added. 


For his study, Rudman used 
data from a national survey con- 
ducted by the Miller Lite Brewing 
Co. to measure how a person feels 
when a favorite team or athlete 
wins or loses, how sport enters 
into lifestyle behavior and how it 
can be used to deal with social 
problems. 


“Blacks feel they can contro] 
their destiny on the court or play- 
ing field because sport is based on 
egalitarian concept -- perfor- 
mance is the only thing that mat- 
ters,” Rudman said.

Spater said that, because the 
new EEO officer would be “inde- 
pendent of the chain of com- 
mand” within the police depart- 
ment, he would have the freedom 
to cite anyone in the police div- 
ision, “even the chief of police if he 
had to," for discrimination if such 
a finding was appropriate. 

“A lot of it depends on the kind 
of person who is selected,” Spater 
added. 

Safety Director Montgomery 
had little comment on the order 
itself, noting “it’s been in the 
works for a long time. The general 
line of having someone more neu- 
tral than the usual agency EEO 
officers was expected.” However, 


he added that he believed that the 
racial climate in the division of 
police had changed in the more 
than two years since then Judge 
Robert Duncan found a pattern of 
harassment and discrimination 
against Black officers in the div- 
ision of police. 

There seemed to have been a 
reduction in “some of the more 
outrageous things that were 
alleged to have occurred,” Mont- 
gomery said, noting that he had 
heard almost nothing about 
“overt racist remarks” in the past 
two years, although there were 
continuing complaints regarding 
transfers and reassignments. 

However, Spater said that, in 
the past two years, he has seen a 
number of complaints from offic- 
ers. “A number of people have 
gone to the Ohio Civil Rights 
Commission, and there have been 
a number of probable cause find- 
ings,” against the division of 
police, Spater said.

“I suspect that, as a direct result 
of the Police Officers for Equal 
Rights suit, some feelings have 
been exacerbated between the 
races” because of the resentment 
of what some white officers might 
perceive as special treatment for 
Black officers, Montgomery said. 


However, Montgomery was: 


optimistic that, “in the long haul, 
those feelings will be ameliorated” 
as Black and white officets work 
together in a more integrated 
system, 

And, much of the responsibility 
for making that process work will 
fall in the hands of the new EEO 
officer in the division.
